Various  are  tlie  motives  which  have  been,  and  j 
still  are  presenicil  to  the  con"<ideraiion  of  mankind,  i 
toiniluce  them  to  lead  lives  in  conl'ormity  to  the 
tcacliings  and  retpjircmenis  of  die  (ii)s|»el  of  tlie 
Redeemer.  But  when  we  examine  that  Cnspei  j 
itsc-lf — when  we  look  at  tiie  leachini'S  of  Christ  ! 
and  his  apo-tles,  and  consider  the  manner  in  which  ! 
they  persuaded  'men  t »  “  walk  in  all  the  ordinances 
of  the  L.inl  hlairielcss,"  we  shall  tlisoover  that 
they  loiinded  all  their  warnings  and  exhortations 
upon  liic  mercy  and  goodness  of  the  Almighty. 
They  did  not  appeal  to  men’s  fears  and  passions,  j 
the  w/atli  and  terror  of  a  vindictive  Deity,  nor  the 
everlasting  flames  of  a  fairled  hell,  as  reasons 
why  God’s  mime  should  he  honored,  nnd  his  com¬ 
mands  obseived.  For  though  these  liail  all  been 
pnrclaiincd,  witli  nil  tlie  tlisplay  nnd  power  wh'ch 
was  attendant  upon  the  delivering  of  the  law  to 
Moses,  they  would  have  failed  to  have  set -jred 
their  ei.d-  Men  can  nt)t  he  forcetl  to  iove  God, 
nor  to  iiraciice  virtue.
